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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1. This action is in response to the amendment filed on 16 August 2005. 

2. Claims 1-74 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 75-96 have been added. 

4. Claims 75-96 have been examined. 



Specification 

5. The specification is objected to because there are no delineations where differing sections begin, 
such as where the background of the specification ends and the Summary of the Invention 
section begins. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

A substitute specification excluding the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1.125(a) 
because 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms." The specification is objected to because there are no delineations 
where differing sections begin, such as where the background of the specification ends and the 
Summary of the Invention section begins. Because of this inconsistency with accepted and 
traditional practices, the Examiner cannot make a differentiation between prior art disclosed by 
the Applicant and the utility/usefulness as a summary of the invention. To further complicate 
matters, there is no indication within the specification to show where the detailed description 
begins. Because of this, the Examiner is unable to verify support in the specification for the new 
claims. See. the Rejections under 35 USC § 1 12 first paragraph below. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute specification must 
be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the immediate prior version of the 
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specification of record. The text of any added subject matter must be shown by underlining the 
added text. The text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike-through except that double 
brackets placed before and after the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or 
fewer consecutive characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being 
placed within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An accompanying 
clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification contains no 
new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the specification of record is not 
considered a change that must be shown.

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CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables having more 
than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact discs.) or 
REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a). 
"Microfiche Appendices" were accepted by the Office until March 1 , 2001 .) 
(e) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION.

A "Sequence 
Listing" is required on paper if the application discloses a nucleotide or amino 
acid sequence as defined in 37 CFR 1.821(a) and if the required "Sequence 
Listing" is not submitted as an electronic document on compact disc). 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention: See 37 CFR 1.72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of the invention 
should be placed at the top of the first page of the specification unless the title is provided 
in an application data sheet. The title of the invention should be brief but technically 
accurate and descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more than 
500 characters.

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(0 Brief Summary of the Invention: See MPEP § 608.01(d). A brief summary or general 
statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The summary is separate and 
distinct from the abstract and is directed toward the invention rather than the disclosure 
as a whole. The summary may point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves 
problems previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the Background 
of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in general terms the utility of the 
invention. If possible, the nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should 
be set forth. Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that 
they contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s): See MPEP § 608.01(f). A 
reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention: See MPEP § 608.01(g). A description of the 
preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 37 CFR 1.71. The description 
should be as short and specific as is necessary to describe the invention adequately and 
accurately. Where elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which 
are conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention described and 
their exact nature or type is not necessary for an understanding and use of the invention 
by a person skilled in the art, they should not be described in detail. However, where 
particularly complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes may not be commonly or widely known in the field, the specification should 
refer to another patent or readily available publication which adequately describes the 
subject matter. 

(i) Claim or Claims: See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or claims must 
commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 1.52(b)(3)). Where a claim 
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sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the claim should be 
separated by a line indentation. There may be plural indentations to further segregate 
subcombinations or related steps. See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (i)-(p).

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the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The 
Examiner respectfully requests the Applicant to point out, in the specification, support for each 
limitation of each claim. 



10. Claims 75-96 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it 
is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The Examiner respectfully requests 
the Applicant to point out, in the specification, support for each limitation of each claim.
